W H A T IS B E I N G D O N E 


BY O T H E R S T A T E S . 


"A few days ago the go ve rnor of 
New H am p sh ire was in Minneapolis 
arid in an interview said that little 
rock ribbed state— hardly as large as 
some 
o f , < 4 ir 
Minnesota 
counties— 
would expend this y e a r $1,000,000 in 
building th r e e trunk 
line highways 
across th** state. 
The st ate of W a s h ­ 
ington levies a 1-mill state road tax 
annually and is getting splendid re­ 
sults. 
The movem en t for better pub­ 
lic highways is nationwide 
Shall our 
own North Sta r state keep up with 
th e procession or lag behind? 
"With referen ce to th e 1-mill tax, 
all that can be done at the next ses­ 
sion of th e legislature is to en act an 
a m en d m en t to the constitution and 
submit the sa m e to the voters at the 
regular election in 1912. 
But in the 
m ea n tim e the legislature of 1911 can 
levy a one-fourth of I mill st ate road 
tax, and that is five times more than 
is levied at present. 
The legislature 
can also m a k e a liberal direct app ro­ 
priation to extend the scope and use­ 
fulness of the state highway ap pro ­ 
priation. 
The commission has accom­ 
plished a g reat deal with the scant 
means at its disposal. 
T h e annual 
app ropriation for che state highway 
commission is less than $9,000, I be­ 
lieve. 
The state expe nd s annually for 
the protection of its snipe and suckers 
—for the benefit of th e few— $6,000 or 
thereabouts. 
We have all sorts of 
costly boards and bureaus. 
Our food, 
drink, baking powders, kerosen e oil 
and boilers are inspected regularly, al­ 
most daily, at the expense of th e state, 
but 
the most im port an t b ure au or 
commission of all, th e highw ay com ­ 
mission, is begrudgingly given a beg­ 
garly pittance of less than $9,000. 
"This convention ought to re com­ 
mend an appropriation of at least $50,- 
000 annually for th e state highway 
commission. 
Instead of one engineer 
and a deputy who have not the time at 
their disposal to visit each county in 
the state once a year, there ought to 
be 
twen ty five or thirty 
competent 
engineers and road builders constantly 
in the field from the 1st of April to 
F e 1st of November each year to su­ 
perintend 
the 
work 
for 
which 
the 
state has appropriated 
pa rt of 
the 
means, also to instruct th e township 
road authorities in the science of road 
mak ing.” 


S T A N D S U P FOR T H E 


C U T O V E R L A N D S . 


Professor McGuire, superin te ndent 
of the exp erimental farm at Grand 
Rapid-, said that the co un try prod­ 
ucts are becoming so scarce in pro­ 
portion to the population that the poor 
in the cities are right at the hu ng er 
line. 
The high cost of living, he said, 
might be due to th e scarcity of fa rm ­ 
ers, because so many had gone to the 
cities, and it might be due to lack of 
education and skill in producing the 
most from the lands. 
It certainly is 
not due to the lack of land, he said.
